Frequent Mowing of 
Lawn Necessary for 
Attractive Apearance 


Mowing a lown is not always 
fun— it is necessary. 


“Frequent mowing Is required 
if the lawn is to present an a ttra c ­ 
tive 
appearance.’' 
says 
Kirby 
Clayton, county agent. 
When the 
grass is allowed to grow long 
enough that clippings are three to 
four inches long, the grass plant 
suffers a severe shock from the 
mowing process and several days 
may he needed for the plant to 
recover. 


Clayton recommends that lawns 
bp cut often, and that only thrpc- 
fourths to one inch of leaf tip 
be rem o\ed *t one mowing. 
This 
may require two to three mow­ 
ings per week during the periods 
when the grass is m aking its most 
rapid growth 
He also points out 
that ton much growth between 
cuttings often results in a brown 
appearance after the grass has 
been cut. 
Except on very fine grasses it 
I*, not necessary to ratch the clip­ 
pings lf the lawn Is mowed fre­ 
quently enough. 
The leaves con­ 
tain plant food and clippings from 
them left on the law n will help 
to m aintain fertility. 
When the 
grass Is allowed to grow so long 
that clippings present an unattrac- 
tive appearance, they should be 
eaugh for swept up and discarded. 
A thick met of clipping1' covering 
glass for a few days often dam 
ages the plants

Safe driving m ust he made 
personal habit of every motorist 
if the slaughter on America s high­

Gayle, safety director of the Texas 
Farm Bureau safety departm ent 
declared this w eek as he spoke 
prior to conducting driving tests 
st Hamlin High School. 
"Excessive speed is the great 
est single 
causp 
of 
automobile 
accidents," 
Gayle said 
In the 
demonstration which followed he 
pointed out the conditions lintier 
which even 20, TO or 40 mile* per 
hour 
can 
he 
exres?i\ e. 
Gayle 
added- "W hen driver* know the 
true fact*; and base their driving 
on those facts, highw ay accidents 
will drop sharply." 
Students and teachers took part 
in th*3 tests which were conducted 
in a specially equipped car. 
The 
te«t driver w as signalled to stop 
by an electrically 
controlled de 
tonator. 
Ac the shell was fired 
the «treet was m ark ed with yellow 
paint. 
A second bullet w as fired 
as brakes w ere 
applied, and a 
third after the car came to a com­ 
plete stop. 
D istances between the 
spots w ere carefully m easured to 
det°rmine in feet and inchp* how 
far the car traveled before the 
driver applied th e brakes, or the 
reaction distance and how far it 
traveled after th e brakes were 
applied, or the b raking distance.

w hen the grass is m aking ifs m ost 
rapid grow th.

th a t ton m uch grow th betw een 
cu tlin e s often resu lts in a brow n 
ap p earan ce a fte r the grass has 
I teen cut. 


Except on very fine grasses it 
is not necessary to catch th e clip­ 
pings if the lawm is m ow ed fre­ 
quently enough. 
The leaves con­ 
tain plant food and clippings from 
them left on the law n w ill help 
to m ain tain fertility.

grass is allowed to grow so long 
'o a t clippings present an u n a ttra c ­ 
tive ap pearance, they should be 
ca ugh for sw ept up and discarded.
